ger proportion of fragwmce. Lilac, helio- 
trope, myrtle, violet, lily of tho valley, 
mignonette and the pnl<i rose furnish very 
Bwoct and choice perfumes. 
One of tho 


most delicious of scents, aud the only lloral 
perfume which cannot be imitated, is the 
jnsmino, or Persian*'yasinin." It is great- 
ly prized in tlie east aud referred to by 
Persian und Arabian poets. A variety ol 
this flower known as "moogree" is held 
sacred to Vishnu and largely used In tho 
Hindoo religious ceremonies. Among the 
prospective dcliglits of the Hindoo para- 
tliso IITO tho prodigality of rich perfumes 
and the gardens of jasmine and lilies. In 
Turkey the wood of the jasmine is made 
into long pipes, which are valued for their 
aroma, 
The Chinese use the flower for 


scenting tea. An acre of land is computed 
to yield about 500 pounds oE llowcrg during 
a scuson. This Is valued at from £25 to 
£35. 


Perfumes ore procured in several ways. 


From the wood, such us sandal; trom the 
bark, ns cinnamon; from the leaves, as 
patchouli; from tho flowers, as rofie; trom 
the fruit, ns citron, and from the seeds, aa 
almond.—London Society.

One tcaspoonful of ammonia to a quart of 
water is the correct solution, and in thif 
the bristles oE the brush $hculd be dipped 
hastily in ami out, taking care not to allow 
the bnck of the handlu to touch the water.

Then once or twice during tho 
season sprinkle dry salt over the carpet be- 
fore sweeping.
